who shall charge them with putting supposition 
at fault, or of disappointing expectation? On 
their part there surely has been no no falling 
short of the requirements of " the bond." In- 
stead of a reluctant leaning, in doubtful cases, 
to meet such requirements, there has been a 
willing eoingocer to entire subserviency—to the 
extent of manifesting a ready purpose, on their 
part, not only to usurp exclusive jurisdiction, in 
matter* involving questions relating to Slavery, 
but to " lengthen its cords and strengthen its 
stakes," by interposing their dicta to change 
the interpretation and effects of law. hitherto 
respected or settled on immutable principles— 
a going over to tbe ready purpose of limiting 
and lessening the guaranties of personal free- 
dom, and on all occasions of conflict for prec- 
edence, aiding the Slave Power to become "lord 
of the ascendant." If there had previously ex- 
isted in the minds of any, doubts ns to such a 
purpose being entertained by the U. S. Judge*., 
it would seem these doubts must now be rcrno 
ved by many of their recent decisions and pub- 
lished opinions. These "opinions" are, perhaps, 
as good apologiea for the decisions they were 
intended to justify, as tho absurdity of these 
decisions will admit; but as arguments, to sus- 
tain grave legal opinions, they are unworthy the 
legal lore of those who indulged them, and of 
the high source whence they emanated. 


At another time it mny be attempted more 


fully to justify the imputation here cast upon 
the Judges of the U. S. Courts, as the willing 
instruments of the Slavery propagandists, not 
only by a review of tho opinion given by Judge 
KASK in tho PASSMORE WILLIAMSON case, 
but by an exj>o$£ of those given by Judges Me 
LEAN, GHIEH, MILLER, and others, in cases 
decided by them. The present writing is main 
ly to notice a single act in tho WILLIAMSON 
drama, giving strong evidence of the intention 
of Judge KANE to legalize Slavery in the free 
States, independent of and in spite of the legis 
lative action of these States, by giving a new 
and forced construction to the term property 
and thereby attaching tbe right of transit to 
slaves, under the comity of nations. This case 
if none the less the proper subject for comment, 
because of the backing out of tho Judge on the 
'question of contempt. 
It exhibits so palapably 


the overreachings of Judicial power, and the 
danger to be apprehended from its violent ass 
sumptions, that the case should not be suffered 
to pass without hearing some of its many ob- 
noxious features fully exposed and carefully 
impressed on the minds of tho people. 


Iu giving an opinion adverse to the petition 


of JASE JOHNSON, asking that tho writ of ha- 
beas corpus, issued in that case, be quashed, 
Judge KANE said: 


"I know of no statutes of Pennsylvania which 


affect to divest the rights of property of a citi- 
zen of South Carolina, acquired and asserted 
under the late* of that 5<a(e,because be has found 
if needful or convenient to pass through the ter- 
ritory of Pennsylvania; and I am not aicare that 
any tueh ttatute, if such a one icere sHojcn, could 
is recognized at valid by a Court of the United 
States." 


Tbe Judge then proceeded to argue the case, 


and justify the State Courts in thus setting the 
State Laws at defiance, on tho following propo- 
sition : 


" All tbe statists unite in regarding the right 


of transit for persons"and property, through the 
territory of a friendly State, as among .those 
which cannot, under ordinary circumstances, 
b« denied." 


Undoubtedly this is good law, and true of 


that which, by the common consent of nations, 
is denominated and deemed property—property 
held by natural right—property held as such 
by virtue of that general right which, in some 
form, is universally recognized as a natural 
rii;ht, independent of local or municipal law ;— 
but it if not true of that which is deemed prop- 
erty by the force of local law only. It is in di- 
rect contradiction to all the law and authority 
on the subject, to assert that whatever is, by tbe 
law of a particular State or Country, deemed to 
be property in suoh State or Country, is. by tbe 
comity of nations, to be deemed property in all 
other States or Countries, however obnoxious 
it may be to the moral sense, the notions of nat- 
ural right, or the policy and laws of such other 
State or Country. 
And it is equally against 


law and authority to assert that, because by the 
law of a place, a person domiciled therein, has 
acquired the right to hold a particular species 
of property in such place, that therefore, by 
tbe comity of nations, tho same must be deem- 
ed his property in every other place, so as to 
give him the right of transit, with such property, 
through every other place. And it is upon tho 
presumption that Judge KANE knew such to be 
the law, that the assertion is ventured, that he 
we// kmete that the proposition on which he ba- 
sed hi* Argument, as one upon which " all the 
statist* write," is, by "all the statists," except a 
few modern political pandercrs to Slavery, lim- 
ited to tvek tommedities at tre nerytehtre, and ty 
all motif ms, treated mni deemed subject* of proper- 
ty ; and that "all the statists unite" in the opin- 
ion, tbftt tl*re* art not such a species of prop- 
erty, as can. legitimately be brought into the 
catalogue of such commodities. The Courts of 
the Slave 8Ut«« themselves have invariably and 
ungrudgingly recogniied such opinion at found- 
ed on tbe true rule. By this rule.ilarcs have here. 
tofore, by the Courts, always, everywhere, been 
deemed and treated as not coming within the 
definition, and therefore not included in the 


gntrMy. This rule, as it it laid 


down in the books of authority, and sanctioned 
by Judicial decisions, declares, that "Slavery is 
• relation founded in force, not in right; exist- 
ing where it doee exist, by foree of positive Jaw:

Rebellion iu Mtnto Priion. 


Last Monday and Tuesday, November 


and 27th, two disturbances broke out at the 
Sing Sing N. Y. prison, between tho keepers 
and convicts, under tho following circumstan- 
ces:

foundry to relieve Mr. Hathfield, the-Regular 
keeper. While talkicgwith oneoftheconvcits 


' and hnve a legal existence in, a State or Nation 
against the moral sense, tho domestic policy, 
and the positire law of such a nation, at the 
mere will and migration of those holding slaves 
in, and by virtue of the local laws, of some 
other States. 


With such views and intent, the avowal of 


the Judge is consistent, that tho U.S. Courts 
would not recognize as valid the statute of a 
State in effect divesting the owner of the right 
of property in a slave voluntarily brought wi4fa- 
in its territory, such right having been acqui- 
red in, and by virtue of tho law of. another 
State. 


There can be no longer doubt, from the evi- 


dence these decisions and opinions exhibit, that 
the Judges of the U. S. Courts are the mos* 
dangerous foes the friends of freedom and the 
free States have to encounter, in their resist- 
ance to the asgressions of the Slave Power; 
and this is so, chiefly because these Judges are 
the most irresponsible and inaccessible to the 
people and to public opinion. Against these 
usurpations and tyranny reliance must mainly 
be hnd upon the State Courts. In Wisconsin, 
with State Courts right in position, and n pub« 
lie opinion that backs them up in it, personal 
freedom is securo, and Judicial tyranny and 
usurpation nt fault. 
Thin position the Courts of 


the Free States must assume, before their sov- 
ereignty will, or can be cfTectunlly vindicated, 
nnd the personal rights of their citizens pro- 
tected ; nnd this position they will assume, 
when assured that, by the free and popular dis- 
cussion of Judicial opinions and legal princi- 
ples, a public opinion has been formed suffi- 
ciently strong and enlightened to sustain them 
in so doing.
